Every one has ob-
served that in spring the grass starls
up fresh and green on the southern
and sheltered side of the house, wlg:le
on the north it is hardly free from ice.
Valleys protected from high hills,
and the slopes of those hills looking
east and soulh, are warmesl in winter,
and respond soonest tothe ecall of
ing. Iu all uunprotected grounds,
e blossoms of tender fruits are of-
ten destroyed by severe winds; the
flower-garden, even in mid-summet,

is sometimes despoiled of its beauty ; |

on farms the grasses and grains are
badly lodged ; and in autumn, heavy-
laden fruit trees are often injured,
not destroyed. Newly-planted trees
are sometimeos hacked out of thelr
perpendicular, if not thrown quite
out at the roots; and many a choiee
shade-tree which, in a favorable.situ-
ation, would have develo its.
branches equally on every side, and
formed a spectacle of luxuriance and
symmetry, is twisted oot of shape
and proportion, and made an eyesore
and 8 disappointment to the hand
that planted it.

The
winds not only howl aronnd the
walls, pitch down the chimney, rattle
the windows, and shake the house to
its foundatious, but they come in at
every crovice, and render the exposed
gides eensibly uncomfertable, They
lower the coul-bin and woed-pile
quite rapidly.

Sust we, then, all of us, live In Lhe
warm valleys and sunny nooks under
the sheltering hills?  There i= not
room. Some of us maust pitech our
tents in the teeth of Boreas. And,
mereover, some “inenous have ne
special liking for valle They wish
w.iatnrln the werld, and t0 ece
more of it. They want tosee sunrises
and sunscts; they delight in broad
landscapes and unbroken horizon.
Bat as such persons feel the wind as
mueh as other people, it s worth their
while to ghicld themselves from it, or
at least to break somethiug of its vio-
lence.

This can be done, In some degree,
by providing artificial Larriers. High
fences will answer a good purposc.
Belts of trees—deciduous and ever-

sueccess. A recent traveller speaks of
a certain district in Eogland, on the
eliffs of the German an, which
had formerly beem a bleak, sterile
promontory, but Is now a beautiful

and productive garden. And this
mnn&mnm' was eflfected by build-
ing on the exposed sides, first a
“'strong, high fer.ce of furze bundles
or brashwood, and then planting in-
slde of this a thick screen of trees.”
These ireee consisted chiefly of the
Norfolk black willow, Scotch elm,
larch and ash; aud of evergreens, the
Pinvs pinaster and Scoteh pine. These
trees were fringed with such shrubsas
the snowberry, elder, and barberry.
. Every one has heard also of the soft
and equable climate of the Isle of
W':fht,. In this case, indeed, the
sheiter was formed by nature. The
southern pari of the island is backed
'tg steep hills, sloping to the sea. In
ese soft, inviting dells, the climate
is nearly as mild as that of the Med-
iterranean, and many of the trees and
plants of Southern Europe grow here
without protection in winter. This
milduess of the climate must be as-
ﬁd chieily to the shelter of the
ou the north, and to the equal-
izing influence of the sea on the south.
The oft-cited case of Mr. Tudor's
garden at Nahant s etill more in
point. Tt is well known that this
gentleman detenuined, many years
ago, to create one of the best of gar-
dens on one of the bleakest spots on
he Massachuseits sea-coast. Where
driving winds blew the salt spray
acrose the promontory, killing alimosat
every green thing, this heroie horti-
culturist threw up artificial barriers,
which served to break the foree of the
winds, and to sift them of their ealt.

Colie in Herses.

Treatment of colie In horses Is not
always such as will lead to a cure, and
there ie no disorder of a horse that
more frequently leads to the loss of
the ankinal than an attack of the colie.
Dr. A. J. Hopkins, of the Turf, Ficld
and Fuarm, refers tosowe shiuple remn-
edies which may be uscd by any one
with cffect, in sudden attacks of this
disease. Hesays:

“There are, of course; various forms
of eolle, and a protracted attack will
often produce com plications which re-
quire skiliful treatment, and the pres-
ence of a veterinary surgeon, The
remedies here ofiered, are for the
most frequent and egsily distipguish-
ed cases of flatulent colie.

F One simple remedy frequently very
effectual Is, two ounces, or four table-
spoonfuls of saleratus in a pint of
strong ginger tea; another pint of
L warm salt water, with an enema of
the same; the injections will often
bring away large volumes of wind—
anether, one ounce of camphorated
?riu in a pint of sweetened waler.
hese may be obtained in town or
ggntry at nl:;lost every house, when
er presgriptions requiring prepara-
tion may wot bo easi‘y I add
these drenches, all of which I have
used with result.

1. Bulphurle ethor, 1 ounce: laud-
num, 2 ounces ; 1 pint of sweetened
water. Mix, and give every hour.

= Bpirits of turpentine,
landacum, 1} ounces; 1 pint of sweet-
ened water. MIX, aud ‘give evesy
hoeur.

3. Aromatic spirits of amunonin, 13
ounces ; laudanuwm, 2 ounces ; tineture

Mix and give every hour.

The above are what might be term-
ed wlopathic remedies.  The usual
homoepathic remedy for colic is two
or three doses of acovile, followed by
areenfeumn.  After attacks of colie
great care should always be taken of
the horse, in order that a relapse does
not occur, proper aiteution being giv-
en to the food and water, warm, bran
"h;:g;le w:atir fnml which the
chill n en, only belng al-
lowed. .
